House okays 
drought aid 
for West 


WASHINGTON tU PI) - The House 
approved a bill today to give the interior 
secretary emergency powers to help the 
West get through its worst drought on 
record. 
The bill would set up a “ water bank” - 
for growers of perennial crops such as 
orchards to buy enough water for their 
crops to survive. The legislation would 
expand a reclamation emergency fund to 
certain designated projects. 
Five-year, interest-free loans would be 
provided for the emergency purchases of 
water Payments due this year to the 
federal government on existing con­ 
tracts would be deferred where justified 
by the financial pinch of the drought. 
Rep Lloyd Meeds. D-Wash„ said the 
bill “ Is to alleviate, insofar as humanly 
and legislatively possible, the effects of 
the drought in the western part of the 
United States that is in the throes of the 
worst drought we have had " 
The Senate has passed a similar bill, 
and the two versions may wind up in a 
conference committee to work out the 
differences 
The bill would authorize $100 million to 
pay for the water acquisition portions, 
with up to $15 million of that to be for 
building physical facilities on an 
emergency basis.

BEIRU T, Lebanon (U P I) - Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas recaptured the Christian- 
held village of Taybe in a new offensive 
today, setting off fierce fighting on three 
fronts near the Israeli border, leftist and 
Palestinian sources said. 
The guerrillas battled all night to cap­ 
ture Taybe. 2 miles from the Israeli 
border, the sources said. Israeli-backed 
Christian militiamen had taken the town 
last week 
Rightists confirmed that a major bat­ 
tle was raging around the town, near the 
eastern comer of Lebanon's 60-mile 
frontier with Israel, but they said they 
had no information that the town had 
fallen. 
Fighting also erupted around the lef­ 
tist outpost of Bint Jbeil, hemmed in by 
rightists to the west and east, and around 
rightist Marjayoun, leftist and rightist 
reports said.

Shaba — previously Katanga province — 
from Angola four weeks ago.

The green light for a large- 
scale drilling program in leased 
parcels numbered 180 through 
197. in Federal waters between 
Pt. Conception and San Miguel 
Island has been given by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA ) on the basis of 
permits for national pollutant 
discharge elimination systems. 


The applicant. Zapata Off- 
Shore Company, of Houston. 
Tex . operates an offshore ex­ 
ploratory drilling vessel called 
the Zapata Trader 


Pollutant discharges men­ 
tioned in the-permit application 
include treated sanitary 
wastes, treated bilge water, 
drill cuttings and cement sl­ 
urries, water-based drilling 
fluid, and domestic wastes. 
Vessel discharges will enter 
the ocean at exploratory drill 
sites within parcels leased by 
the U S 
Bureau of Land 
Management 
EPA officials said that based 
on evaluations of its office, the 
discharge permit has been 
determined to be in compliance 
with the ocean discharge 
criteria of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. 
In addition to the parcels of 
unitized development headed by 
Exxon Corp 
in the western 
channel, the exploratory drill­ 
ing vessel potentially may also 
drill off other areas of Southern 
California, 
including 
parcels 
just north of Santa Rosa and 
San Miguel Islands, and many

What is holding up the ex­ 
tradition to Santa Barbara 
County of a former Michigan 
congressional aspirant who was 
indicted 15 months ago for 
forgoing and filing false docu­ 
ments with Superior Court? 


District 
Attorney Stanley 
Roden would like to know, and 
so would Deputy District At­ 
torney Patrick McKinley, who 
has been in intermittent contact 
with authorities in the Detroit 
area trying to find out what is 
going on in the case of Charles 
M Keefer. 33. a resident of the 
affluent community of Grosse 
Pointe Woods. 


Exactly a year ago. Gov. 
Brown's office called on the of­ 
fice of Michigan Gov William 
C Milliken to permit extradi­ 
tion of Keefer, whose indict­ 
ment followed a vain effort to 
save his brother. Warren D 
Keefer. 43. one-time Montecito 
hotel owner, from getting a 
state prison term for fraudulent 
real estate transactions. 


Some months or more ago. 
Charles Keefer, who hired 
counsel and fought the extradi­ 
tion move, lost out in a trial 
court action He appealed the 
court decision to allow extradi­ 
tion. and since then there has 
been silence, said McKinley. 


The Santa Barbara district 
attorney s office is picking up 
loose threads in the case again, 
and has asked Gov Brown’s of­ 
fice to make inquiry as to what 
the new roadblock — if any — 
exists So far the governor’s of­ 
fice hasn’t responded, and 
McKinley — busy with myriad 
other court cases — has had to 
keep the Keefer file on a back 
burner 


The Keefer case made 
headlines because the fake let­ 
ters sent to Superior Court were 
supposed to have emanated 
from the White House in 
respect to one document, and 
from Henry Ford II 
The office of then President 
Gerald Ford and the motor 
magnate both strongly denied 
they 
had ever sent letters to 
Santa Barbara Superior Court 
to get clemency for Warren 
Keefer who subsequently went 
to prison 
Actually. White House and 
Henry Ford stationery were 
genuine, but the signatures and 
contents of the letters had been 
taken from other letters, the 
Grand Jury charged

Orbiter 
controls 
tested 


Inflight simulation of por­ 
tions of NASA's Space Shuttle 
Orbiter computer flight control 
system are being conducted 
this week at NASA’s Dryden 
Flight Research Center at 
Edwards A FB using a specially 
modified F-8 jet aicraft. 


Purpose of the flights, which 
will simulate the maneuvers 
the Orbiter will perform follow­ 
ing separation from the 747 
Shuttle carrier aircraft (SCA) 
this summer, is to gather data 
to support the Shuttle flight 
control systems verification 
and certification 


The flight control system in 
the F 8. called Digital Fly-By- 
Wire is similar to the Shuttle's 
control system. The conven­ 
tional mechanical control 
systems in the aircraft have 
been replaced by lightweight 
wires and electronics to 
translate pilot signals to the 
aircraft control system ac­ 
tuators. 


Three digital computers are 
used for primary control and a 
three-channel analog system is 
available for emergency con­ 
trol if the digital system fails 


Both the F-8 and Orbiter use 
similar models of the same 
digital computer Parts of the 
Orbiter computer’s logic for 
detecting failures of sensors, 
such as rate gyros, a c ­ 
celerometers and pilot stick 
position, have been program­ 
med on the F-8 DFBW com­ 
puters

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Trial balloons floated 
on new energy proposals 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Carter’s stern new energy 
proposals are not due for three weeks yet, but hints and trial 
balloons, testimony and tactics are revealing their outlines well in 
advance. 
Carter has said his program will pipch everyone a little, and may 
put a dent in his popularity. 
White House energy chief James Schlesinger calls it "the moral 
equivalent of war,” an effort requiring united national effort. 
Sources in the Capitol and energy agencies say the program 
probably will include higher taxes on gasoline and perhaps on gas- 
guzzling autos; easing of price controls on natural gas and oil; a 
goal of almost doubling coal production; inducements and require­ 
ments on home and business insulation, and setting of standards 
for energy-using appliances. 
In a television interview Sunday (ABC-TV’s "Issues and 
Answers” ), Schlesinger said Carter’s energy program, to be sub­ 
mitted to Congress April 20. "will be tough...But in a sense it will 
not force a change in our lifestyles. 
"We will go on living in suburban communities for the most part 
and driving automobiles,” he explained. "But there will be well- 
insulated homes ... and the automobiles will be fuel efficient.” 
Here is a preview of the program, as compiled from various 
sources: 
Gasoline — A tax increase to reduce consumption. Sources say it 
may include 5 cent increases for each of 5 years, with at least some 


of the money going to states for conservation programs. 
Automobiles — A surcharge on cars that get low gas mileage, 
perhaps adding up to $500 to the sticker price of the worst gas- 
guzzlers. 
Natural gas — An easing of price controls on newly discovered 
natural gas, with some extension of federal controls to gas 
produced and sold within the same state. Or possibly a selective 
pricing system to discourage wasteful use. Carter also is consider­ 
ing a prohibition against use of natural gas where other fuels can 
be used. 
Oil — Pricing policy about as it is now, with controlled prices 
that can increase substantially each year and with an end to con­ 
trols in 1979. 


Coal — A goal of almost doubling production to about 1 billion 
tons a year by 1985, coupled to an easier system for forcing utilities 
and industries to switch from oil and gas to coal. 
Atomic power—Carter calls nuclear power the lowest-prioritv 
energy item, but probably will try to speed up slightly the con­ 
struction of conventional atomic power plants with improved safe­ 
guards. 


Homes — Inducements or requirements for better insulation. 
Appliances — More than just the energy efficiency labeling of 
present law: a setting of standards based on the best appliances 
already on the market. 
Opango assumes power in Congo 


B R A Z Z A V IL L E , Congo 
(U PI) — Col Joachim Yhombi 
Opango has succeeded the as­ 
sassinated Marien Ngouabi as 
president of the People’s 
Republic of the Congo, accord­ 
ing to Brazzaville Radio. 


The radio quoted the ruling 
11-man military council as say­ 
ing it chose the new president 
Saturday, but delayed the an­ 
nouncem ent 
until 
a fte r 
Ngouabi’s funeral, which was 
held the same day. 


Ngouabi, who ruled this 
former French colony since the 
overthrow of former President 
Alphonse Massemba-Debat in 


1968, was shot and killed in a 
machine gun attack at army 
headquarters March 18. The 
anonymous military council has 
since ruled the country. 
Massemba-Debat, 55, was ex­ 
ecuted by a firing squad March 
25 after he reportedly confessed 
to having planned Ngouabi’s 
killing. 
Six other persons were ex­ 
ecuted March 26 for the slaying 
of Ngouabi and the subsequent 
killing of Cardinal Em ile 
Biayenda. Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Brazzaville. 
In other appointments, Com­ 
mander Denis Sassou Ngues- 
sou, who also serves as defense 


minister and is charged with 
"coordinating the activities of 
the Congolese Labor party,” 
was named first vice president. 
Commander Louis Sylvain 
Ngoma retained the post of 
prime minister and also was 
named second vice president 
and minister in charge of 
national planning. 


The new government, the 
council said, will be installed 
officially "in the very next 
days" followed by a “ declara­ 
tion of general policy.” 


Ngouabi, 39. had taken the na­ 
tion of 1.3 million impover­ 
ished inhabitants along a Marx­ 


ist path, developing close ties 
with Moscow. 
The ruling council, which 
sealed the country’s borders 
after Ngouabi’s death and im­ 
posed 7 p.m. to 6 a m. curfew, 
had remained anonymous until 
Sunday. 
In addition to the new presi­ 
dent. first vice president and 
prime minister, the Congo’s 
new rulers are: Commander 
M ichel Keba, Commander 
Rene Ngolou. Capt. Nicolas 
Pekolo. Capt Francois-Xavier 
Sakana. Lieutenant Pierre 
Anda, Commander M artin 
Ndia. Commander Pascal Bima 
and Capt Florent Kouba

Pope warns on 'rumblings of war' 


VATICAN CITY (U P I) - 
Pope Paul VI began a grueling 
Easter Week schedule with a 
Palm Sunday mass and a warn­ 
ing of ” r u r ’ lings of war." 


‘‘Episodes, symptoms and 
rumblings of war still rise up 
today in the life of the world 
and paralyze progress towards 
peaceful coexistence, arousing 
hatred and greed and causing 
terrible harm to a precarious 
peace.” the Pope told 50.000 
people packed into St Peter’s 
square Sunday 


The 79-year-old pontiff, suf­ 
fering from painful arthrosis in 


the legs, is scheduled to 
celebrate mass in the church of 
St John Lateran on Holy Thurs­ 
day when he will wash the feet 
of 12 men as Christ did of his 
Apostles at the Last Supper. 


On Good Friday, he presides 
over a service at St. Peter's 
Basilica and on the same night 
will bear a cross in an outdoor 
Way of the Cross procession 
that passes in front of the an- 
rient Coliseum 


The pontiff has recently 
recovered from a bout of in­ 
fluenza and frequently has dif­ 
ficulty in moving about due to 


arthrosis, a form of arthritis, in 
the legs. 
In addition to his appearance 
Sunday at the papal balcony, 
the Pope also attended a mass 
at St. Peter’s where he blessed 
olive branches at the entrance 
to the largest basilica in the 
world At least 30.000 people, in­ 
cluding 21 cardinals, countless 
bishops and the e n tire 
diplomatic corps accredited to 
the Holy See. were jammed into 
the pews for the mass. 
In the following procession up 
the aisle, the Pope was carried 
on a chair bestowing blessings 
to his right and left. 


In his homily at the mass the 
red-robed prelate complained 
that the churches were not suf­ 
ficiently full. 


“ Why should so many be 
absent’’” he asked. ‘ We see 
m any 
f e a r fu l. 
tim id , 
opportunistic people who ask 
why they should expose 
themselves to the danger of be­ 
ing Christian there are those 
who suggest to them that it 
would be better to flee ” 


He told those present: ‘But 
you. dear sons, have understood 
the truth, the beauty and the 
strength of the faith."

Synthetic vitamin A tested on cancer 


SARASOTA. Fla ( U P I) - In 
a unique effort to prevent 
cancer, doctors at 10 medical 
centers across the nation plan 
to give synthetic vitamin A pills 
three times daily to patients 
with a high risk of developing 
bladder tumors 
The 
government-sponsored 
test, which could begin in a few 
months, will follow animal 
studies that suggest synthetic 
forms of the vitamin arrest or 
reverse some kinds of precan- 
cerous cells before they flare 


into cancer. 
It is a new experimental ap­ 
proach in the war against 
cancer. If successful. Dr. 
M ichael B 
Sporn of the 
National Cancer Institute said 
it could offer fresh hope to peo­ 
ple such as heavy smokers, 
asbestos workers and uranium 
miners, in whom the long 
cancer development process 
may have already started 
Sporn said in a report to the 
American Cancer Society semi­ 
nar Sunday that only synthetic

LAS VEGAS. Nev. (U P I) - 
Unfavorable wind conditions 
forced postponement for 24 
hours of a scheduled test of a 
nuclear bomb that was to have 
been detonated underneath the 
Nevada desert today. 
Dave Miller, a spokesman for 
the Energy 
Research and 
Development 
Administration, 
said the winds, although light at 
the surface, were moving faster 
in the higher altitudes and could 
prove dangerous in a radioac­ 
tive explosion if there was any 
leakage from the test shaft. 
“ The winds are fast enough 
and from north that they would 
move radioactive material off 
of the test site too fast." he 


said 
The test was postponed until 7 
a m PST Tuesday. 
The hydrogen device, code- 
named “ Marsilly." will be in 
the range of 20 to 150 kilotons. 
equal to a maximum equivalent 
of 200 thousand tons of 
dynamite. 
The vehicles, although buried 
deep beneath the desert sands 
about 65 miles from Las Vegas, 
usually send out shock waves 
that can be felt in this gambling 
mecca 
“ Ground motion will be felt 
off the test site.” warned David 
Jackson. ERD A spokesman. 
“ Particularly at the high rise 
buildings in Las Vegas." 


forms of vitamin A appear ef­ 
fective He warned that large 
doses of natural vitamin A will 
damage the liver. 
The technique is purely 
preventive Sporn said it would 
not be effective in fighting 
cancer that already is growing 
out of control. 
Vitamin A is present in such 
foods as green leafy vegetables, 
eggs, cheese and liver 
It is 
vital for vision, bone develop­ 
ment and for the health of the 
epithelial tissues lining the 
body and its organs 
Vitamin A and its synthetic 
relatives are called retinoids. 
It is their role in epithelial 
tissues that gives rise to their 
possible cancer preventive ac­ 
tion in such organs as the lung, 
breast, 
pancreas, 
prostate, 
stomach, bladder, uterus and 
esophagus. 
Sporn said the retinoids work 
to stabilize the formation of 
mature epithelial cells and 
counteract the effects of cancer 
causing agents 
He said the first test of the 
synthetic compounds in humans 
will involve more than 100 
persons at medical centers in 
Boston; Worcester, Mass.; 
Memphis; Seattle; Chicago; 
Portland. Ore.; Richmond. 
Va ; Buffalo. N Y.: Iowa City, 
Iowa; and New York City. The 


trial, however, still needs ap­ 
proval from the Food and Drug 
Administration 
The test subjects will be 
those who already have had 
suspicious tissue removed from 
their bladder and who have a 40 
to 70 per cent chance of 
developing cancer in a year or 
two Sen Hubert H Humphrey. 
D-Minn . developed this form of 
cancer after several years of 
precancerous conditions. 
Sporn said the retinoids will 
be given to the patients three 
times a day in pill form 
although the dosage has not yet 
been determined He said the 
compounds will have to be 
given to the patients for at least 
a year and probably longer. 
Patients w ill be watched 
carefully for possible adverse 
side effects. 


“ The degree of risk of the in­ 
dividual will always need to be 
assessed against the possibility 
that the synthetic retinoid 
might have some undesirable, 
as yet unknown, side effect," 
Sporn said 


If the initial trial goes well, 
Sporn said later tests may in­ 
clude people with a high risk of 
developing cancers of the lung, 
breast and colon — which ac­ 
count for 37 per cent of all 
cancer in Americans

DEAR ABBY: You and SEN SITIVE 
AND SAD can put away your guilt feel­ 
ings about the American Indians. 
I have lived on an Indian reservation 
for the past 25 years, and find no in­ 
justice or cruelty, unless it is to the non- 
Indians who live in states where reserva­ 
tions are located. 
All Indians are citizens of the United 
States, and although they receive all 
privileges any other citizen enjoys, they 
do not contribute for any of these 
privileges! 
In 1975. it cost the U S 
taxpayer 
$10.000 for each Indian family. At the 
present expanding rate, it will be $20.000 
per family by 1980 Indians get F R E E 
medical, hospital, dental and optical 
care from birth to death They pay no 
state taxes on homes, cars, lands, per­ 
sonal property or income They may 
hunt, fish around the year — no bag 
limit, no license. They can receive 
F R E E education from Head Start to 
Ph Ds They are given preference on 
jobs, some ads read, "Tribal members 
only need apply " They get wells drilled, 
sanitary facilities installed on ranches, 
farms and homes away from municipal 
facilities. A LL F R E E 
The list is 
endless. 
Already in 1977, this reservation has 
received $2.600.000 in grants from HUD 
for 2.500 members living here This is 
above the other programs They also 
receive tax-free tribal payments. They 
have more than a $4 million income from 
power sites, timber sales and grazing 
fees 
Where else in the world can you get all 
this free, at taxpayers’ expense9 
So. rejoice; the Indians are doing OK 
Wish we had it so good

Andretti nips Lauda 
for Grand Prix win 


LONG BEACH. Calif. (UPI) — After catching South African Jody Scheckter three 
laps from the fnish to win the second Long Beach Grand Prix, M ario Andretti was 
asked if he thought he was a serious contender for the world driving title. 
"W ell,” he replied, “ I’m sure not out there for the fun of it.” 
Andretti, driving a Team Lotus Mark III, looked every bit a serious contender on a 
sunny Sunday in the streets of downtown Long Beach. 
Making his 56th Form ula One sta rt, the 37-year-old. Italian-born racer was less 
than a second, 773. in front of Austrian Niki Lauda in a spine-tingling finish. 
Scheckter. who was 3.084 seconds back, battled a bad tire at the end — and lost. 
"This is one of the greatest m om ents of my life." Andretti said. "You better 
believe this one is bigger than the one at Indianapolis. Form ula One racing is so im ­ 
portant to me I hope this indicates something for me. ...” 
The three-tim e U.S. Auto Club championship car titleholder won his third Form ula 
One race and. m ore im portant, the second in his last five Grand Prix starts. 
It was a day of sheer determ ination. Scheckter, who started the race as the For­ 
mula One points leader, shot past Lauda and Andretti, the front-row qualifiers, on the 
first turn 
But Andretti doggedly stayed on the tail of Scheckter’s Wolf Ford with Lauda in hot 
pursuit. Defending world driving champion Jam es Hunt of England, the No. 8 
qualifier here, had a bad start and never was a factor 
Badly scarred from a fiery crash at G erm any’s notorious Nurburgring last Aug. 1, 
Lauda showed the crowd estim ated ai 70,000 he was all the way back. 
After Andretti tood the lead on the Queen’s Hairpin, a 180-degree, 30 m iles an hour 
turn at the end of the straightaw ay on Long Beach's 2 02-mile course, the Austrian 
m ade his move. 
Lauda got ahead of Scheckter a lap later, but it was too late Andretti was deter­ 
mined to finish first in the 80-lap race. 
"The closer Niki got,” the American winner explained, "the wider and wider and 
wider my car was going to get." 
Scheckter looked tired and downcast in the interviw room following the fourth of 16 
Form ula One races this year 
With 16 laps to go, he signaled his crew he was coming into 
the pits because his 
right front tire was losing pressure. But he decided to stick it out. 
"I was driving as hard as I could all day,” Scheckter said. "B ut I couldn't get 
Mario off my back.” 
By winning, Andretti got nine points, giving him 11 after four races to rank fourth 
behind Lauda and Scheckter, now tied for the lead with 19 points each, and Carlos 
Reutem ann of Argentina, with 13

Botulism 
outbreak 
fells 30 


PONTIAC. Mich. (UPI) - 
Tainted food served at a Mex­ 
ican restaurant has been 
blamed for what health officials 
have described as the worst 
outbreak of botulism poisoning 
in U.S. history. 
Authorities reported today 
that at least 30 persons have 
been hospitialized — three in 
critical condition — with con­ 
firm ed cases of botulism 
poisoning. Health experts said 
they expected more cases to be 
reported 
Doctors were working around 
the clock to locate persons who 
ate at Trini and Carmen s Mex­ 
ican Restaurant in Pontiac dur­ 
ing the period when the tainted 
food was served. 
Botulism toxin is among the 
deadliest poisons known to 
man. more powerful than cobra 
venom or curare 
The new total of food poison­ 
ing cases at five hospitals in 
Michigan and Ohio came as the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta confirmed that hot 
green peppers were the source 
of the poisoning. 
.Dr Robert Locey, Oakland 
County health director, said the 
peppers served in hot sauce at 
Trini and Carmen's last week 
were improperly home-canned 
by a former employe. 


Last week, authorities be­ 
lieved the poisonings occured 
Monday and Tuesday. But 
developments during the week­ 
end extended the scope of the 
investigation 


“One of the new patients ate 
lunch there on Thursday," 
Locey said “Current informa­ 
tion now indicates that the con­ 
taminated peppers were eaten 
by patrons between 9 p.m. Mon­ 
day and 2 p m Thursday.

Polly’s Pointers 
Tricks of the trade 
ry for harried mothers

DEAR READERS — Over the yean, many mothers have 
written of the little tricks they have discovered that make life 
a bit easier when tkere are several little ones to be looked 
after. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for mothers of children too 
young for school, who have to be taken along when mother 
shops Pin a name tag on the child’s coat and on it write 
something like this “My name is Tommy Brown My mother 
is wearing a red coat and we are shopping for toys and shoes ” 
Should the child stray away this might save endless time and 
worry. 
DEAR POLLY — I always »wear a bright colored hat or 
scarf on my head, when I take the children to a fair or car­ 
nival. This way they easily find me in a crowd. It also works 
well when you are in charge of a large group of children, such 
as Girl Scouts and so on. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have to bandage a small child's 
knee or elbow, cut the top and toe off of an old stretch sock and

DEAR POLLY — Whim a child first starts to sleep in a 
regular bed, store the crib mattress under the bed Pull it out 
when he goes to sleep. It helps ease any possible bumps he 
may get from falling out of bed. 
DEAR POLLY — When walking across a busy street with 
three or more children, use a rope in which you have tied 
loops Each small hand size loop will be for a child to hold 
They seem to like this and the mother can manage several 
children The rope could be carried in a large purse when not 
in use.

A job well done 


A tremendous amount of 
work was culminated last 
week when a sub-committee of 
the Santa Barbara County 
Water Agency Advisory Com­ 
mittee hammered out a final 
version of recommendations 
and statem en ts on state 
water pricing, allocation and 
financing. 
It was a formidable task 
w rough t w ith p erso n a l 
ideologies. It was an extreme­ 
ly complicated task, as all 
water matters are. 
In general, the subcommit­ 
tee approves of the “railroad 
ticket” method of water 
financing. This means, those 
furthest from the water source 
pay the most. The group also 


recommends that there be no 
subsidies for state water 
purchase by agriculture and 
that the county, itself, will be 
the wholesale distributor of 
water to the various water 
purveyors of the county. 


A most significant entry was 
made in the recommenda­ 
tions, thanks, primarily to the 
efforts of Art Scott, Lompoc’s 
member. Scott, in a tough bat­ 
tle, was able to have included 
in the recommendation that 
Lompoc’s tax contributions to 
the Cachuma Project and the 
Twitchell Project, both of 
which bring no benefits to 
Lompoc Valley, be recognized 
and mitigated in determining 


the price of State water for 
Lompoc users. It is a fair and 
equitable demand and Scott, 
along with former Water Ad­ 
visory Committee members 
from Lompoc who concurred 
and aided and City Attorney 
Alan Davidson should be 
thanked for their insistence of 
the demand. 


The subcommittee’s recom­ 
mendations still have a long 
way to go before final ap­ 
proval. The full County Water 
Advisory Committee will now 
have a go at the recommenda­ 
tions, after which, the County 
Water Agency, in fact the 
board of supervisors, will 
give final approval. 


On the Right by William F. Buckley Jr. 
Indian experience 


We a re all v ery p le a se d w ith 
democracy today, and with good reason. 
The Indians put on a very good show 
against a lady whose supreme achieve­ 
ment is to have procreated a son even 
more obnoxious than herself. Motherly 
love About the general elation, a few 
sobering 
afterthoughts. 
S e n a to r 
D a n ie l 
P a tric k M oynihan, 
who has a flair for 
hyperbole, has in ­ 
troduced a S enate 
r e s o l u t i o n 
c o n ­ 
gratulating “ the free 
people of the Republic 
of India” for holding 
“ t he 
l a r g e s t 
democratic election in 
history involving more 
t h a n 200 m i l l i o n 
citizens casting their free ballot.” 
If you do some hard thinking about that 
resolution, it doesn’t quite make sense. 
Because the principal hero of the Indian 
election is. sad to say. — Indira Gandhi 
She had the power to prevent a free elec­ 
tion. and did not use it. So Mr. Moynihan 
began by congratulating her. 
Next, the people to congratulate are 
not the 200 million voters, who were not 
themselves responsible for "holding the 
election ” The congratulations should be 
limited to those of them (the figures are 
as yet unavailable) who voted against 
Mrs Gandhi, and therefore, arguably, 


for freedom from her oppressive regime. 
That limits the number of people we are 
congratulating today to far less than 200 
million 


But caution. Among those who voted 
against Mrs Gandhi, there were those 
who voted for parties that desire far 
more oppression than Mrs. Gandhi 
mothered, most conspicuously the two 
Communi st parties. So we must 
eliminate those who voted for the Com­ 
munists. That now reduces the number 
of Indians we are congratulating today 
very substantially. But can we be certain 
that all of these Indians will prove cons­ 
tant in their opposition to tyranny? Is it 
safe to assume from the Indian ex­ 
perience that the majority of voters will 
oppose oppression? Surely the question 
is: what is the alternative to a Gandhi- 
like oppression? Can any of us predict 
this for India? 


Not faithfully 
Mr. Tom Wicker, 
carried away by the same wave of 
enthusiasm, actually wrote that, “as­ 
suming a reasonable opportunity for 
political expression, people ultimately 
wi ll 
r e a c t 
a g a i n s t 
o n e - p a r t y 
government.” What’s wrong with that 
statem ent? Well, it is historic nonsense. 
The Mexican situation is sadly in point 
There, there is reasonable opportunity 
for political expression, and — after 
almost 50 years — a one-party state. 
Argentina is a dismal case in point 
After enduring Peron for ten years until 


finally some patriotic generals threw 
him out. the people dug in their heels and 
after another 18 years, finally succeeded 
in bringing Peron back to resume his 
mis-govemment, which he did bravely 
down to his last day on e a r t h , 
bequeathing his despotism to his wife. 
She was in due course overthrown by 
p atrio tic military men who w ere 
however left over with a civil war to 
fight, which they are fighting with 
brutality. 
The moral is that what happened in In­ 
dia is not necessarily instructive as a 
political universal. As Roosevelt quipped 
after his landslide victory in 1936, “ As 
Maine goes, so goes Vermont.” As India 
goes, so goes India 
We can of course hope that the rever­ 
sal of tyranny in India will prove long 
lasting, and even contagious. But it was 
Mr. Moynihan who reminded us of the 
grim figures. Since World War II. he 
says, only five of the dozens of states 
created have been able to change their 
governing parties by free elections 
These states are Sri Lanka, Guiana. Bar­ 
bados. Jam aica, and Gambia 
Mr. 
Moynihan's list is an odd one. And for 
those who cherish liberty, not a very 
reassuring one. unless you will settle for 
as much liberty as Mrs. Bandaranaike 
gives her people in Sri Lanka. 
It is at least as likely that the despots 
of this world, reading the experience of 
Mrs. Gandhi, will curb any democratic 
inclinations

Your recent article revealing the State 
Parks Department's latest plan to add 
215 acres to the existing 1.000-acre La 
Purisima Mission State Park because of 
"recent subdivision efforts in the Mis­ 
sion Park area" raises some interesting 
questions Not the least of these is the so- 
called “ threat” of subdivision The 215 
acre parcel proposed for "taking" is en 
lirelv devoted to agriculture and is con­ 
sidered to be some of the most produc­ 
tive land in the valley. 
It has never been in whole or in part 
propos<*d for subdivision and indeed the 
only activity in the area has been to 
“ down z o n e ” it to its p re se nt 
agricultural use Most of the acreage is 
either in an agricultural preserve or 
proposed for it If we are truly concerned 
over the preservation of prime ag land — 
the taking of this property to be con­ 
verted to a weed infested “ primitive 
area." as is the rest of the State Park, 
would seem to be the worst possible 
policy 
The article fails to mention that 
another result of such taking would be 
the necessity of re-routing the present 
highway at a cost of many millions of 
State dollars Also included in the long- 
range state plan is the eventual acquisi­ 
tion of the Rivaldi Ranch and the 
elimination ot one of the valley's last 
remaining home-owned dairies. 
As a long-time supporter and advocate 
<»f La Purisima State Park. 1 submit that 
it is well protected on its 1.000-acre site 
and in no d an g e r of losing its 
“ irreplaceable, historical and en­ 
vironmental qualities" by the incursion 
of f a r m i n g a c t i v i t i e s on p r i me 
agricultural land near its boundaries. I 
am sure .he early Mission Padres would 
agree'

Dear Sir: 
This letter to you is to voice my out­ 
rage at the possibility that a massive in­ 
dustrial liquefied natural gas (LNG) 
facility will be built at Cojo Bay adjacent 
to Point Conception. California I am a 
carpenter and I live, work and own 
property on the Hollister Ranch. My 
property happens to be about one mile 
directly behind the proposed LNG site, 
from my land I look directly down on 
Cojo Bay This coastal region is a wild, 
pastoral area unspoiled by commercial 
or industrial development. I am certain 
that if this LNG facility receives 
governmental approval and is built, the 
pristine nature of this area shall be 
destroyed forever. 
This LNG port, which will take three 
years to complete, includes a 40 foot 
high, one mile long pile support trestle 
pier with a ”T” section at its end for 
berthing two giant LNG supertankers 
that will be arriving daily from Alaska 
Included in the port facility will be a 
breakwater and small boat harbor for 
tanker tugs and a seaw ater intake 
system for the onshore plant. All of this 
construction will require large scale un­ 
dersea dredging and coastal landscape 
alteration. 


The onshore facilities will include 
large holding tanks for fuel oil and gas­ 
oline. regasification plants, industrial 
shop and warehouse facilities, and four 
ten-story high holding tanks for the 
regasified natural gas. The regasifica­ 
tion plants will use 200.000 gallons of 
seawater per minute during regasifica­ 
tion processing Tins intake water will 
have a biocide added to it to kill 
microscopic marine organisms so they 
will not foul up the regasification 
machinery. Hundreds of millions of 
gallons of this water chilled seven or 
eight degrees below intake temperature 
an d 
h a r b o r i n g 
a 
s u p p o s e d l y 
“ neutralized” biocide will be discharged 
daily back into the sea. This LNG project 
also includes a 150 mile pipeline from the 
port facility to Arvin. California This 
pipeline, consisting of dual 48” diameter 
pipes, and including a 100-foot road right 
of way on each side of the pipeline, will 
cross much rural farmland, parts of Las 
Padres National Forest and cross or 
come close to some potential earthquake 
faults. 
If there must be an LNG port in 


Southern California and remote siting is 
of major importance due to fire and ex­ 
plosion hazards associated with LNG. an 
alternative site to the Pt Conception 
facility must be found. San Clemente 
Island. Camp Pendleton, or Vandenberg 
Air Force Base could have possible sites 
Cojo Bay at Point Concepcion must not 
be put on the chopping block when other 
more environmentally sound and safe 
sites are not only feasible but prohably 
cheaper in cost to the public as it will be 
the public who pays for a California LNG 
port in the form of higher gas bills.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
Hams hog airwaves 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Com­ 
munications Commission is quietly stifl­ 
ing the millions of voices that jam the 
Citizens Band radio frequencies. An es­ 
timated nine million licensees — truck 
drivers, teen-agers, housewives, even a 
former First Lady — now operate more 
than 20 million CB sets. The airwaves 
h a v e 
b e c o m e 
so 
crowded that the CB 
industry has appealed 
for more frequencies 
These would have to 
be taken from the ham 
radio operators, who 
add up to no more than 
300.000 Yet the com­ 
mission has favored 
th e few over the 
many. 
The 300,000 hams 
have 100 times more 
a i r s p a c e t h a n is 
available to the nine million CB 
enthusiasts The hams also have a lock 
on the higher frequencies, which are free 
from interfemece. 
According to one confidential report, 
the hams now control more frequencies 
than all the nation's police and fire 
departments combined, plus all com­ 
mercial and educational FM broad­ 
casters. plus all tv stations on the VHF 
channels in Los Angeles and New York 
City. 
The telecommunications policymakers 
at the White House have quietly notified 
the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion on three occasions that there would 
be no objections to expanding the air­ 
waves for the CB users. 
Still, the commission has refused to 
take the hint. One reason may be that CB 
radio is regulated by officials who. ac­ 
cording to a confidential report, “ have 
traditionally been hams.” The report, 
prepared for Rep Elliott Levitas, D-Ga., 
describes this arrangement as “ the wolf 
guarding the flock ” 
The opposition to giving the CB in­ 
dustry a greater share of the airwaves 
has been generated largely by the 
American Radio Relay League, which 
the report describes as “ a lobbying 
or ga ni za t ion” 
repr esenting 
ham 
operators. 
The league has fired off a special 
“ flash bulletin” to its members, urging 
them “ to utilize every league resource” 
to prevent the incursion of CB buffs into 
their airspace 
Footnote 
The Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission’s chief engineer, Ray­ 
mond Spence, is a lifetime member of 
the league Yet he has made decisions 
detrimental to the CB industry. He 
denied that his membership is a conflict 
of interest

Sources who have had secret access to 
the list say it contains the names of in­ 
dividuals and organizations in the United 
States whom Somoza regards as “ poten­ 
tial enemies 
to the government of 
Nicaragua.” 
Among his imagined adversaries are 
such prominent senators as Ted Ken­ 
nedy. D-Mass., Hubert Humphrey. D- 
Minn.. Frank Church. D-Idaho, and 
George McGovern. D-S.D. 


Somoza also has enemies in the House, 
including Reps. John Conyers. D-Mich., 
Don Fraser. D-Minn., and Ed Koch, D- 
N.Y 
The em inent Father Theodore 
Hesburgh. president of Notre Dame 
University, is listed. Indeed, we note 
with anguish that we are high on the list 
of those whom the dictator detests. 


The organizations that he hates the 
most range from the New York Times to 
the Council on Hemispheric Affairs and 
the Washington Office on Latin America. 


Most of the nam es on Som oza’s 
enemies list are accompanied by a 
scathing account of the person’s alleged 
shortcomings 
These ugly summaries 
have been prepared for Somoza by his 
Washington honcho, Ian MacKenzie, an 
Argentine with a Scottish flair, who 
heads the Nicaraguan Government In­ 
formation Service. 


For example. Rep. Fraser, an im­ 
placable foe of dictators, is described as 
“ a completely 
paranoid individual ” 
M acKenzie adds to his appraisal: 
“ Nothing anyone can do is going to 
reform him or persuade him to consider 
that our point of view is both valid and a 
realitv.”

Peace Corps

Corps is about to make a comeback—but 
this time it won’t be dispatching 
volunteers to far comers of the globe to 
tout the virtues of American ingenuity, 
chemical fertilizers and hydroelectric 
generators 


Inspired by Presi­ 
dent John F Kennedy 
and executed by Presi- 
d e n t 
L y n d o n 
B 
Johnson, the Peace 
Corps captured the 
imagination of not 
only the United States 
but also much of the 
world during its hey­ 
day in the middle and 
late 1960s 


But those were the 
days of unlimited 
A m e r i c a n 
sel f- 
assurance. a trait which manifested 
itself in the belief that the Peace Corps 
would make its greatest contribution to 
the “ under-developed” or “emerging” 
nations by imposing on them our values, 
our systems, and our technology 


Along came President Richard M Nix­ 
on. with his suspicions about the 
arehtypical Peace Corps volunteer, a 
college graduate with a liberal arts 
degree and a liberal political orientation 


Nixon restructured the program in a 
fashion that drastically reduced the use 
of such “generalists” and replaced them 
with middle-aged technical specialists 
from government and industry — the 
kind of people who wouldn’t cause any 
political trouble after they returned 
home. 


Prohibited by law from killing the 
program. Nixon did his best to mortally 
wound it In 1967 and 1968, the Peace 
Corps had about 15,000 volunteers in the 
field while today that number is approx­ 
imately 6,000. The number of yearly ap­ 
plications also is down markedly, from 
48.000 to 18.000 


But Sam Brown is back in town, deter­ 
mined to return the Peace Corps to its 
former stature A poised, articulate and 
talented organizer, Brown is best known 
for his leadership of the 1969 Vietnam 
“ Moratorium” — the largest single 
protest mounted against the war jn 
Southeast Asia, 


At 33. Brown has a broader and deeper 
understanding of politics than many of 
his elders. He has. for example, just 
resigned as state treasurer of Colorado, 
a statewide elective office, to accept the 
post of Director of Action, the federal 
agency which runs both the Peace Corps 
and a host of dom estic volunteer 
programs 


Brown says he has “ very serious in­ 
tellectual problems” with the original 
concept of the Peace Corps, because it 
had the potential to becom e “ the 
vanguard of American cultural im­ 
perialism ” 


In place of a p r o g r a m which 
emphasized 
sophisticated 
technology 
promoted by volunteers who often had 
graduate degrees in engineering. Brown 
wants to make the Peace Corps more 
relevant to the host countries it is sup­ 
posed to serve. 


The phrase which recurs throughout 
his conversations is the application of 
"low technology” through the utilization 
of locally available materials, large 
quantities of labor and small amounts of 
capital. 


Some examples: 
Show low-income 
farmers how to build a cheap but ef­ 
ficient gravity-flow water system. Or, as 
volunteers recently did in the West 
African nation of Benin, devise a 
program to cut down on the insects, ro­ 
dents and rot which formerly destroyed 
30 per cent of all feed grains 


Brown is particularly eloquent in 
describing his vision of a revitalized 
Peace Corps: 


“The places where the Peace Corps 
goes are not ‘outposts of civilization.' 
They are homelands of cultures and 
traditions that have survived far longer 
than ours and often are deeper and 
richer than our own We have a great 
deal to learn from the rest of the world... 
"Fifteen years ago, filled with hope 
when the Peace Corps was starting, we 
thought that A m erica had all the 
answers Five years ago, divided and dis­ 
couraged. we thought it had none We 
were wrong in both instances. Our 
journey through this period, individually 
and as a nation, has both tempered our 
arrogance and deepened our apprecia­ 
tion of the ideals that make our country 
unique ”
